1. Standard newsprint licensed from ‘free resources' will have to be imported by net^apers 
against contracts entered into with spcdflc suppliers In foreign couniiies by State Trading 
Corporation of India Ltd. Since the suppliers do not entertain orders In lots of less than. 
35'oo tonnesj newspapers with entitlement less than 25-00 tonnes will be granted a direct 
licence If they arrange imports through an established Importer and 8pec% the same in 
the ‘J’ Form. Otherwise, they wUl be granted authorisation on S.T.C. of India Ltd. 

2. (a) Glaxed/Rotogravure newsprint will be allotted to glazed users of periodicals up to the 
level of their glazcd/rotogravure entitlement in 1971-72; the balance of their entitlement will' 
be released in unglazed Imported newsprint. Allocation of glazed/rotogravure 
newsprint wiU be made to such periodicals, also, which have not been granted glazed 
newsprint or Art paper in the past, for 4 pages, in accordance with their basic entitlement, 
as fixed under Remark V. 

(b) Full entitlement to periodicals using 55 gramines variety will be released in rotogravure.. 
To periodicals using 6 q grammes, th^ full entitlement will be released in glazed, where 
their total entitlement Is less than too tonnes; to others glazed f6o grammes) and rotogravure- 
C55 grammes) wUl be released In equal proportion. 

3. Allotment to all categories wUl be made in reels only. An additional quantity for conversion 
of reels into sheets at the rate of 10% in respect of standard newsprint will be granted to 
newspapers with entitlement up to 25-00 tonnes. 

4. Nepa newsprint In lots of less than rp-oo tonnes wiU normaUy not be allotted. 

5. AUocation of newsprint in accordance with the entitlement as fixed is sublect to availabllity- 
of foreign exchange or newsprint or either or both. In case either or both fall short, ap¬ 
propriate cuts wl be made. 

6. The entitlement for standard newsprint as also Nepa new^rlnt will be worked out on 53. 
grammes substance. Additional 10% on the entitlement of Nepa newsprint so worked out 
wiU be released as compensation for higher grammage. 

7. On applications received after 1-9-1971, cuts will be made on entitlement as follows:—

(11) applications received beyond 30-11-72 and upto I-2-I973 . . . 20% 

CnO applications received beyond 1-2-1973 and upto 31-3-1973 . . . 40% 

8. The total entitlement for standard newsprint as also of Nepa newsprint Is worked out on 
S3 grammes substance. This includes 10% on entitlement as compensation for wastage 
either in transit or In the machine room. The compensation for wastage will now stand 
reduced 7%

(d) Increase wUl be granted to existing dailies and periodicals over the increases mentioned 
in (a), (b) and (c) above, if even by the grant of these increases their entitlement is less than 
the entitlement to which they would be admissible if treated as a new daily/periodlcal under 

Remark (IXl below. 

VHI._ With the exception of the allotment mintioned in Remark VII, no increase allocation 
of newsprint will be made to newspapers/pcrlodicals on account of increase in their circulation, 
number of pages, page-area and periodicity over their entitlement as fixed in Remark V. However, 
within the authorised quantity of newsprint authorised for the licensing period, eadh newspaper/ 
periodical will be free to inrease circulation by reducing the number of pages, page-area and per- 
iodidty, but will not be free to increase the number of pages, page-area and periodicity by reducing 
circulation, to meet its individual requirements. This flexibility will not be admissible to daily 
newspapers for increases admissible under Remark Vllfc) whlcii are to be utilised only for in¬ 
crease m number of pages and not for Increase of circulation. Newspapcrs/perlodicals be¬ 
longing to a Common O^orshlp Unit will not be pennltted to adjust between tnem the quota 
allotted to each of them even when the publications bear the same titlo/name.

In¬ 
formation as per Annexure IV shall be fiimlshed while applying for clearance under the 
Allocation Policy. 

(b 1 New Ddlies :—^New daily newspapers will be allowed an initial quota to build up an average 
dilation upto iq,ooo copies of 8 pages of standard size ( 393'75 SQ- inches) per publishing 
day during the first three months after commencement of publication. For the first three months. 
Imported newsprint from State Trading Corporation’s stocks will be released, provided the app¬ 
licants execute bonds duly guaranteed by scheduled banks, for of the value appied for under 
Column to of Actual Users’ application (‘J’ From). The bonds, which arc intended to ensure 
that the imported newsprint thus granted is utilised for publishing the proposed newspapers, will 
be cancelled on production of documentarv evidence to the satisfaction of the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India or the Chief Controllor of Imports and Exports to show that the newsprint has 
been utilised for the publication of the newspapers concerned. After three months of r«wtlar 
publication, the new dailies will be required to produce evidence (Chartered Accountant’s Certi¬ 
ficate in the form given in Annexure II to this Fhjblic Notice) of the average circulation achieved 
and the average page-area and number of pages printed during the first three months, and their 
entitlement will be fixed on the average circulation acmlly achieved and the average number of 
pares and page-area actually printed in tlic first three months subject to a maximum of 15,000 
copies of 8 pages of standard size. 

(c) New Weeklies, Tri-WeeMies, Bi-Weeklies, Fortmehtlies and Monthlies : New Wcelklies, 
triaweekUcs, biaweeklies, fortnightllcs and monthlies will be allowed Initial quota to build up an 
'‘verage circulation of upto 10,000 copies of 8 pages of standard size (393 ■ 75 sq. inches) per 
^ubiishing day durin gthe first three months after communcemcnt of publication. For the first 
§jree months, imported newsprint will be released, provided the applicants execute bonds du\ 
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guaranteed by scheduled banks, for 7 s"n of the value applied for under Column lO of Actual 
Users’ application (‘J’ Form). The bonds which arc intended to ensure that the imported news¬ 
print thus granted Is utilised for publishing the proposed newspapers will be cancelled on pro¬ 
duction of documentary evidence to the sausfactlon of the Registrar of Newspapers for India or 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Ettports to show that the newsprint has been utilised for the 
publication of the newspapers concerned. After three nionths of regular publication, the new 
weeklies, tri-weeklies, bi-weeklies, fortnlghtlies and monthlies will be required to produce evidence 
(Chartered Accountant’s Certificate in tne form given in Annexure II to this labile Notice) to 
show the average circulation achieved and the average page-area and the number of pages printed 
during the first three months, and their entitlement ml be fixed on the avarage cirrculation actually 
achieved and the average number of pages and page-area actually printed in the first three months, 
subiect to a maxiurnm of iSfiOO copies and 8 pages of standard siie except fortnlghtlies and 
monthlies for which quota trtil be admiasible upto a maximum of 15,000 copies and 16 pages of 
standard size, 

(d) Netu Periodicals (Other than weeklies, Tri-Weeklies, Bi-Weeklies, Fortmtthtlies and 
Monthlies ; —No quota will be allotted to such periodicals for the first three months. After three 
months of regular publication, publlchers of such periodicals should submit an application, .in 
Actual Users’ Form along with Information contained in Annexure IV and a Chartered Acc¬ 
ountant’s Certificate showing the average circulation achieved and the average page-area and number 
of pages printed during the first three montha. Quota will be allotted to new periodicals for the 
rest of the licensing period for the averaw circulation actually achieved and the average number 
of pages and pswe-are actually printed during the first three months subject to a maximum of 
15,000 copies and 16 pages of standard size for these preiodlcals. 

(e) Existing newspapers which did not obtain clearance for the use of newspapers or licence/ 
authorisation in 1971-72 will be treated as in para IX (a), (b), (c) and (d) above. 

X. No newsprint will be made available for existing newspaperfs) belonging to a ‘Com- 
mond Ownership Unit’ which has/have not been granted newsprint quota and for addition al news¬ 
paperfs) sponsored/acquired by a ‘Common Ownrship Unit’ nor wiil they be allowed to bring 
outnewncw.5pipcr(s)/petioJicaI(s)fromtheir authorised quota. 

Note ‘Common Ownership Unit’ for the purpose of this Notice means newspaper es¬ 
tablishment or concern owning to or more news interest newspapers, including at least one daily 
irrespective of the centrcfsl of publication and language(s) of such newspapers. 

XI. The following categories of periodicals will not be entitled to the allocation of news¬ 
print notwithstanding that they are classified as newspapers:— 

(a) Journals published primarily to promote sale of goods or services ; 

(b) House Journals/magazines brought out by individuals/lirms/industrial concerns, 

(c) Price lists and catalogues; 

(d) Publications intended for free distribution; 

(e) Fiction; 

(f) Racing Guides;

XII. If any newspaper/periodical had not fully utilised the quantity allocated in 1971-72 
including the increases and Mid-term Election quota sanctioned in that period, the unutilised 
quantity shall be adiusted from its entitlement for 1972-73. I'o enhble the Retistrar of News¬ 
papers for India to determine the consumption of newsprint in 1971-72. the particulars (month- 
wise) of circulation, pages, page-area and number of publishing days in 1971-72 should be furnis- 
ed by tile newspaper fs)/poriodical(s) in the form given in Annexures 11 and V to this Public 
Notice. The consumntion in 1971-72 will be worked out on the ectualnumbet of days publish^ 

in the period- The particulars furnished in/ Annexure II referred to aeve should be certified by 
a Chartered Accountant. The Chartered Accountant’s Certificate need not be submitted where 

the circulation of a neWspapcr/petiodkal is less than 2,000 copies Per publishing day.

XVI. If any Actual User is not in a position to import newsprint or art paper against the 
licence issued, the Actual User may apply for a Tetter of authority’ in favour of the party through 
whom it is desired to effect import, provided such party holds quota certificatefs) for neWsprmt 
or are the sole agents of the foreign supplies- 

XVIt. Art Paper : 

(a) Licences for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pages willbe issued only to thoso 

Periodicals which were granted licences for art paper for cover pages and/or inside 
pages in 1971-72- 

(b) Where art paper is licensed for cover pages for periodicals printed on newsprint, the 
grammage per square metre will not exceed too grammes for periodicals having upto 
100 pages pet publishing day and 135 grammes in case where the number of pages 
exceeds too. A higher grammage may be allowed, on the merits) of each case for 
cover pages of periodicals printed entirely on art paper. The decision of Registrar 
of Newspapers for India in this behalf shall be final. 

(c) Entitlement for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pages will be worked out on 

the basis o f the number of cover and/or inside pages published on art-papt-r and ave¬ 
rage circulation during 1971-72. subject to a maximumiof the allocation made in 
1971-72 in respect of imported and indigenous art-paper. A Chartered Accountant’s 
Certificate in the form given in Annexure-III to this Public Notice should be furnished 
in addition to Chartered Accountant’s Certificate in the form given in Annexnre II 
to this Public Notice. 

XVIII. Licences for art paper willbe issued on annual basis,subject to the conditi o n s pres- 
cribedfor annuallicences In theRcd Bookforthey ear April‘72-March‘73. Licences for glazed 
and standard newsprint will also be issued on annual basis. These licences will, however, bo 
subjeetto the condition that they can bentiUsedonlyupto 5 o% of the quantity and value covered 
by them upto the 30th September, 1972. It will not be necessary for the actual users to return 
licences for glazed and standard newsprint for ondergement in respect of utilisation of the balance 
50%. Licences issued for standard and glazed newsprint for an annual entitlement upto Rs. 
20,000/'in terms of value can be utilised in one lot at any time within their validity and will not 
be subject to the condition regarding utilisation of sc/’i, only upto the 30th September, 1972. 

XIX. For the purpose ofthisPublicNotice, the Registrar of Newspapers for India may mak 
suoh marginal adjustmantg as may be necessary.
